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GRADE SEPARATIONS 


There are 1,200 overpasses on the 1,850-mile 
State Highway System. More than 200 have been 
constructed since 1954 to provide safety at the 
crossroads. Costwise an overpass may run from 
$350,000 to $2,000,000. Outmoded traffic circles 
are being modernized by means of overpasses at 
considerable savings of accidents, traffic conges-

The main highway is then crossed under 
traffic signal control. Jughandles eliminate acci- 
dents caused by left or U turns.

CENTER BARRIERS 


Concrete center barriers have practically eliminated 
head-on collisions on more than 90 miles of New 
Jersey highways. They are principally used to con- 
vert undivided four-lane roads into dual highways 
and to insure greater safety in locations where the 
median is too narrow for protection. New Jersey's 
program of ‘‘Safety Through Engineering”’ calls for 
continuing erection of these lifesaving devices. 
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SALT WATER FISHING 


Deep sea coastal beaches, char- 
ter and party boats, rock jetties 
and inlets provide the salt-water 
fisherman with the best of op- 
portunities to practice all varia- 
tions of his sport. For the 
smooth-water boatsman there 
are rivers and inland bays all 


along the coast and Delaware 
Bay. 
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WHITE LINES 


New Jersey was the first state to paint reflecting 
white lines along the outer edges of all state high- 
ways. These “‘lifeguards’’ prevent many accidents 
by clearly defining the edge of pavement at night. 
They are especially effective in foggy weather when 
visibility is otherwise low. It is the policy of the 
State Highway Department to repaint white lines 
at periodic intervals as needed.
